Soviet outery ‘justifies’ Brussels parley

BRUSSELS. — Or; rs of the 
World Conference on Soviet Jewry, 
which opens here on Tuesday, yes- 
terday described attacks on the 

as vivid proof that the 
Soviet Union is worried by its im- 
pact on International opinion. 

A conference spokesman said: 
“The Soviet reaction is a clear de~ 
monstration that the USSR is deep~ 
ly worried by the rising tide of 
Jewish consciousness there and by 
the ever-growing number of Soviet 
Jews who seek to emigrate to Is- 
racl. 

More than a thousand delegates 
from 30 countries are to attend the 
three-day conference which follows 
five years after an international 
congress in Brussels on the same 
ieaue. 

During the past week the Soviet 
authorities have organized press 
conferences here and in Moscow at 
which Jewish emigrants who have 
returned to the Soviet Union have 
voiced their disappointment with life 
in Israel and the West. The Soviet 
authorities are also sending a team 
of Jews here to stage their own 
meeting on the eve of the con- 
ference. 

The Soviet “Soviet- 
skaya Rossiyea” has condemned the 
world conference a3 the work of 
rere extremists,” “storm-troopers” 
and “ a 

Conference organisera last night 


made public 8. report prepared 
for delegates which charges that, 
over the past 10 years, the Soviet 
Union “has become the world cen- 
tre of anti-Jewish propaganda.” 

A dozen anti-Jewish books were 
published in the Soviet Union dur- 
ing 1974 and 1975. A wide-range 
of literature presenting the Jewish 

as reactionary has* been 
issued in Ukrainian, Byelo-Rusatan, 
Moldavian and other Soviet lan- 
guages. 

The conference report says these 
books also teach Soviet readers that 
Judaism preaches racial superiority, 
rabbis are corrupt obscurantists, 
Nazism is an off-shoot of Judaism 
and Jews believe their religion 
allows them to exploit, enslave and 
even exterminate Members of other 
faiths. 

Arab as well as Soviet diplomats 
in Brussels have lodged formal pro- 
tests against the Aolding of the 
world conference. Belgian ambas- 
sadors in Arab capitals have been 
asked to relay the host countries’ 
displeasure with the Belgian Gov- 
ernment for allowing Soviet Jewry’s 
supporters to meet here. 

But the Belgian Foreign Ministry 
has replied ‘by reaffirming its po- 
Jicy of allowing conferences to take 
place here provided they do not 
disturb public order. 

The conference’s secretary gen. 
eral, David Susskind recalled that 
exit visas issued to Jews seeking to 


leave the Soviet Union for Israel 
aud the West had been reduced from 
85,000 in 1973 to 20,000 in 1974, 
and to only 12,000 in 1975. About 
160,000 Jews were now waiting to 
emigrate. 

Susskind said: “Soviet Jews who 
ask to emigrate are held up to pub- 
lic contempt, dismissed from their 
jobs, driven out of the universities, 
forced to join the army or arrested, 
tried and jailed.” 

Answering Soviet charges that 
Jews were flocking beck to the 
Soviet Union from Israel, the 
conference ‘organiser noted that 
only 45 of the 100,000 Jews who 
had left the Soviet Union since 
1970 had returned. 

Susskind added: “Bearing in 
mind that most of these 45 peo. 
ple spent only a few weeka in 


Israel and have been used by the 
Soviet Government for their anti- 
emigration campaign, it is fair to 
Suppose they were from the out- 
set immigrants who had a ‘spe- 
cial’ mission."

THE WAGE agreement concluded between the Histadrut and 
the Manufacturers Association is a step forward toward as- 
suring some form of labour-management stability. However the 
real differences, that still await resolution, lie between the His- 


tadrut and the Government. 


These differences also gained expression this weekend as 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yeruham Meshel warned that the 
Treasury's plans to ent subsidies and allow prices of basic 
commodities to rise while limiting incomes, would have grave 


social consequences. 


If it could be completely free, the Treasury would no doubt 


prefer to adopt 


the kind of stringent course that was advocated 


at Beit Ber] by the former Governor of the Bank of Israel, 
David Horowitz. Mr. Horowitz correctly invoked the example 
of Britain, where Mr. Wilson together with the trade unions 
has jettisoned socialist orthodoxies, at least in the short run, 
in order to fight the dual malady of inflation and unemploy- 


ment. 


But Mr. Rabinowitz is not prepared to go so far. He fears 
that really strong recessive measures would cause a level of 
unemployment beyond the country’s present threshold of en- 
durance. He would prefer to raise productivity and exports and 
shift resources from services to production by more indirect 
incentives. Yet at the same time even the degree of belt- 
tightening to which he has committed himself alarms Mr. 


Meshel, and perhaps rightly so. 


For the problem with partial solutions is that they result in 
uneven distributions of the burden. Mr. Meshel would certainly 
be better able to explain to his rank and file cooperation with 
a government policy of economic restraint, if he could at the 
same time point to visible display of the fact that the weak 


will suffer the least. 


However, since this is not visibly the case he has no choice 
but to sound the alarm, no matter how much this may con- 
found and dismay the Finance Minister. 

To understand thet both Mr. Meshel and Mr. Rabinowitz 
have good grounds for their contentling views is to point to 
their dilemma, but it offers no real solution. And the question 
is whether, despite the reluctance that now exists towards the 
kind of thorough-going reform programme put forward by Mr. 
Horowitz, the Government with the Histadrut will not inevit- 
ably be thrust into it because today’s partial measures will 


have left no alternative.

Foreign Ministry appointment 


DAVAR (Histadrut) says the 
proposal to appoint Prof. Avineri as 
Foreign director-general 
should be examined calmly and 
soberly and not under pressure of the 
hysteria being fomented by rightist 
circles. In the past few years, it notes, 
it has been the practice to appoint 
directors-general from within the 
ministry, on the basis of their ex- 
perience and talent for administra- 
tion and it is on the basis of these 
critieria that Prof. Avineri's appoint- 
ment too should be examined. The 
question is whether or not there are 
people who are better suited for the 
position — which requires a mexture 
of administrative ability and ex- 
perience in politics and diplomacy — 
within the ministry itself. 

“There is no excuse for the per- 
sonal incitement against Prof. 
Avineri and the distortion of his 
political views. His ideas do not clash 
with those of many other public 
figures, including some members of 
the coalition. Moreover the opposi- 
tion comes inter alia from circles 
which did not object to the ap- 
pointments of Gen. Arik Sharon, Gen. 


Rehav'am Ze‘evi and Prof. Yuval 
Ne'eman, whose views certainly do 
not coincide with those of the majori- 
ty of the members of the coalition,” 
the paper add. 

AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) comes 
out strongly in favour of the appoint- 
ment. “It ig an attempt to break new 
ground in the process of arriving at a 
settlement with the Arabs. In the for- 
mulation of policy people with highly 
developed conceptual powers are 
needed, and Prof. Avineri is one of 
them. He will combine political think- 
ing on the academic level with 
political action, a combination which 
in recent years has been sorely lack-. 
ing. It is to be hoped that the govern- 
ment will not be deterred by the hue 
and cry of the rightists and will ap- 
prove an appointment which 
enhances both its dignity and its 
strength.”

RINA WAS two-years-old when she 
was admitted to an institution for the 
care of mentally retarded children. 
She lived there for almost 20 years; 
then the Ministry of Social Welfare's 
Service for the Mentally Retarded 
transferred her to another institution 
along with a number of others. 
There. the director ordered her reex- 
amination. and she was found to be 
not mentally retarded but deaf, with 
educational retardation caused by 
the wrong diagnosis and the wrong 
care, She was sent to an institute for 
deaf children — very, very late. 

Avi was 18.months-old when he 
was admitted to an institution, 
classified as a severely mentally 
retarded child, unable to stand or 
walk. For more than eight years he 
lived with no improvement in his 
condition, and virtually unable to 
talk. Then an orthopaedist examined 
him and found him able to move 
himself around in a wheelchair. The 
first time Avi sat In the wheelchair, 
he started to sing songs he had heard 
on the radio. He was subsequently 
brought into a classroom, where he 
learned basic reading and began to 
take part in group activities. 

These two cases (the names, of 
course. are fictitious) highlight the 
Situation of the mentally retarded 
(MR) in Israel. As long as this 
problem was regarded as a purely 
medical one, it received negligible 
public notice, and very little money 
was allocated, In the ‘forties and 
early ‘fifties Israeli families with a 
severely retarded child received no 
help from public or private services, 
and had to find their own solutions. 
Some, in misery and shame, kept 
their MR child at home. But the time 
has come for the MR to have their 
day in court. 

The first positive step came as a 
result of the pioneering work of Irene 
Gaster, daughter of the renowned 
Haham Dr. Moses Gaster. Mental 
retardation changed from a 
marginal medical problem. Miss 
Gaster started by taking a number of 
MR children into her own apartment 
in Jerusalem, then moved to a home 
known today as Ruhama, in Kfar 
Saba. As the pressure grew to accept 
more children she applied for 
assistance to the only ministry which 
would agree to be involved in the 
long-term care of MR --- the Ministry 
of Social Welfare. But it was a long 
time before ἃ proper service for the 
MR was established — in 1968 — and 
took over the administration and 
development of state institutions, 
opened sheltered workshops special 
kindergartens and nurseries, and es- 
tablished home services for the MR 
all over the country. It became the 
sole placement agency for private 
institutions, too, and is responsible 
for the supervision of all care and 
treatment facllities in the country. 

The importance placed on these 
services by the Ministry of Social 
Welfare led to the enactment of the 
Welfare (Treatment of Retarded 
Persons) Law, 1969. This law does 
not accept the prevailing clinical 
definition of a retarded person, but 
defines him as “a person whose 
capacity for adaptive behaviour is
